This strike, students of labor condi­ 
tions assert, is to become a pivotal 
point, from which the United States 
Steel corporation's position against o r­ 
ganized labor, as viewed by union lead­ 
ers. is to be attacked. 
It is further 
said that the American Federation of 
l abor is using every endeavor to win 
this contest. With such a victory se­ 
cured they are rumored to be planning 
to make an entering wedge in the fight 
that will be started in all the steel 
plants in the United States 
Organizing the Men.

these witm-Mses outlined the arrival 
of the bribery fund in Albany and its 
distribution, although the testimony of 
Senator Benn Conger was more cora-

a member of the assembly and on the 
committee on internal affairs. He had

Five American! Led Masterly Re­ 


treat—General Blandon Killed When 


Ordered to 8tand and Fight 


Moogan, N icaragua. Feb. 12. — Val­ 
iant fighting by half a hundred Ameri­ 
can soldiers of fortune, armed with 
high power repeating rifles, the heroic 
death of General Blandon, who * a s 
shot down as he held in his hand an 
order from General Mena, his super­ 
ior, to “stand 
and 
fight.” and 
the 
prom ptness of the American adventur­ 
ers in moving the wounded "revolu­ 
tionaries,” marked the drawn battle at 
Santa Clara, between the government 
forces and the provineials. While the 
latter were repulsed by overwhelming 
numbers, the 
retreat, conducted by 
W alter Gordon, an American, was mas 
terly and the governm ent forces were 
so fought out th a t they could not pur­ 
sue the enemy.

An Ordinance 
OF THE BOROUGH OF ARENDTK 
VILLE. REGULATING THE CON 
STRUCT ION AND USE OF CESS 
POOLS, 
PRIVY 
VAULTS 
AND 
SINKS IN SAID BOROUGH. 
Be it enacted and ordained by the 
Burgess and Town Council of the Bor­ 
ough of Arendtsville, and It la hereby 
enacted and 
ordained 
by authority 
of the same, that no cesspools, privy 
vaults or sinks for the deposit of sew­ 
age shall 
hereafter 
be constructed, 
maintained or used within the cor po 
rate limits of said borough, unless the 
same shall be lined at the sides and 
bottom with cement or other material 
which 
will 
render 
said 
cess-pools, 
privy 
vaults 
and 
sinks 
absolutely 
water-tight, with no vents or open­ 
ings 
thereto 
allowing 
the 
sewage 
therein to escape, and said cess pools, 
privy vaults and sinks shall be cov­ 
ered with a safe and substantial floor 
of wood or other material. 
Section 
2.—Said 
cesspools, 
privy 
vaults or sinks shall be emptied and 
cleaned by the owners or users thereof 
at regular intervals, so that there shall 
tie no overflow of the sewage therein 
contained. 
Section 
3.—Any 
cesspools, 
privy 
vaults or sinks constructed or used in 
violation of the provisions of this or­ 
dinance shall be deemed public nui­ 
sances, and any person constructing, 
maintaining or using the same shall 
lie subject to a flue for each and every 
offense of not less than $5.00 nor more 
than $25.00, to be collected as other 
fines are by law recoverable. 
Any 
violation of any other provision of 
this ordinance shall subject the of­ 
fender to a tine of not less than $5.00 
nor more than $25.00, to be collected 
as other Anes are by law recoverable. 
Section 4.—On complaint made to 
the Burgess of the violation of any of 
the provisions of this ordinance, it 
shall Is* the duty of the Burgess to 
notify the owner or occupant of the 
property whereon a cess-jiool, privy 
vault or sink has been constructed, or 
is being maintained or used in viola­ 
tion of the provisions of this ordi­ 
nance to forthwith remove, correct or 
abate the same. 
On failure of said 
property owner or occupant of said 
property to comply with said notice, 
It shall be the duty of the Burgees to 
cause the same to be removed, cor­ 
rected or abated and the cost of re­ 
moving, 
correcting 
or 
abating 
the 
same shall tie collected by law from 
the owner of said property. 
Section 5.—AU ordinances and parts 
of ordinances inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 
Enacted and ordained as an ordi­ 
nance this 7th day of Feb., 1910.
